Seize Man Who Hurls Bomb in Cathedral 
as Signal for Carnival of Murder 
and Loot 


Carnegie, Rockefeller, Vanderbilt and Other Men of Vast 
Wealth Were to Have Been Slain in Frightful 
Reign of Terror. 


Hew York, March 2.—An attempt to 
blow lip St. Patrick's cathedral with a 
bomb today, and the priest of two mén 
by detectives who had been informed 
for months of their activities, was fol- 
lowed by an announcement made at po- 
lice headquarters that the arrests had 
balked an anarchist ptot to kill with 
bombs Andrew Carnegie, John D. Rocke- 
feller, John D. RockefeUer, jr., and other 
wealthy men. 


Thereafter the anarchists, according to 
the police, were to inaugurate in New 
York city a reign of terror comparable 
only to the days of the French revolu- 
tion. 


It was part of the plot, the police as- 
•ert, for gangs of men armed with rifles 
and revolvers to appear simultaneously 
in various parts of the eity to shoot and 
to pillage; the biggest banks of New 
York city were to be blown up and many 
Wfltlthy men were to be slain. 


Wrecking as Signal. 
' The wrecking of the cathedral was to 
be .the sipal for. the opening of the 
elaborate campaign of murder and loot- 
ing. 
The next move,, according to the 


of' Xndfew" Gartfegie, the Rockefellers 
»ñd Cornelius Vanderbilt. 
So far had 
- tóe plot progressed toward this end that 
the manufacture of the Immhs, the po- 
lice sajj had already been started. 


With these and other capitalists dis- 
posed of, the anarchists planned, accord- 
ing to the police, to invade the financial 
district and lay their bombs in the city's 
biggest banks. 
General looting was to 
follow. 


Had Worked for Months. 


For months a central office detective 
had worked in tlie inner circle of the 
anarchists, according to the police story, 
and had kept the. detective bureau ad- 
vised of all their plans. This detective 
iVank Baldo, assisted in the manufac- 
ture of the bomb Avith which the at- 
tempt was made today to blow up the 
cathedral. 
The detective accompanied 
the bomb-thrower to the edifice and sat 
with him while lie lighted the bomb and 
hurled it at the altar. 


Immediately the cathedral, in which 
600 persons sat at worship, became 
tóve with detectives whose presence had 
hKn unsuspected by the bomb-carrier. 
^ Baldo, sitting beside him, placed him 
i 
detectives sitting in the 


péw behind dashed up and stamped out 
the spluttering fuse. The congregation 
-llardly realized what had happened when 
tt wae .all over and there was no panic. 


Second Arrest Follows. 


At police headquarters the alleged 
bomb thrower said he was Frank Abar- 
BÓ,;a lithographer, 24 yeaxs old. 
Soon 
after'he was taken to headquarters de- 
icetives acting upon information given 
ibem by Baldo arrested Charles Car- 
bofne, 18, and charged him with com- 
plicity in the plot and with helping to 
vake the bomb. 


When Abamo entered the cathedral 
door 1Ü8 bomb in, a package under bis 
eoat ^Vid Baldo at his side he walked on 
to a stage whose every setting had 
|be«n plaoed there by detectives.

«Hd took them to a «eat down near the 


front of the church and close to the 
altar was a sergeant of police. 


Just 
behind Abarno 
entered 
the 
church quite casually two more detec- 
tives who followed the pseudo priest and 
took seats at his bidding in the pew 
behind. 
It was these men who saved 
the cathedral from damage by putting 
out the fire in the fuse. 


Pinioned Abamo's Arms. 


Abamo realized the identity of his 
companion a moment after he had light- 
ed from the glowing end of a cigar the 
fuse which he carried under his coat. 
The missile barely left his hand to lie 
for a moment on the cai-pet at the foot 
of the altar when Baldo pinioned Abar- 
no's arms behind him, told him that he 
was under arrest and started to leave 
the church. 
Abarno permitted himself 
to be handcuffed to his captor without 
resistance and walked meekly down the 
aisle with other detectives surroimding 
him. 


Baldo had lived with the alleged an- 
archists since last December. 
He had 
obtained Abarno's complete confidence 
and had discussed with^^^ } ^ 
others the policev-assert thj details of 
the widespread plot. 
From Baldo the 
police learned that the anarchist's plans 
were to be developed in separate phases 
by groups of t%vo and three men work- 
ing together. 
Detectives were assigned 
to w^atch these groups and two men 
from Central office were shadowing Car- 
bone when he was arrested. 


According to Baldo, Abarno had plan 
ned to wreck the Cathedral a Aveek ago, 
late in the afternoon but had postponed 
exécution of the act partly at Baldo's 
suggestion. 
Today, when he left his 
room with Baldo half a dozen detective.s, 
some of them disguised as laborers and 
carrying dinner pails, trailed him to the 
church. 


Bomb a Deadly One. 


The bomb hurled at the altar was 
made out of scrap iron inside a plaster 
of Paris body. 
Inspector Egan, of the 
bureau of combustibles, said it was the 
deadliest he ever had seen. Most of the 
scrap iron was round knobs which had 
been wrenched from iron fencing in front 
of houses of New York city's wealthiest 
residents.

Workmen Caught by Explo- 
sion at Thurmond, West 
Virginia. 


BARE HOPE THAT 
SOME HAY SURVIVE 


Rescuers Working Furious- 
ly Come Upon Maimed 
and Unconscious Men. 


Hinton, W. Va., March 2.—^An explo- 
sion occurred in the mine of the New 
River and Pocahontas and Consolidated 
Coal company, two miles from Thunnoni, 
W. A'^a,, at 8:30 o'clock today. The mine 
connects with another mine, each em- 
ploying 80 men all of which are believed 
to have been in the pits when the ex- 
plosion occurred. 


Rescue parties were at once organ- 
ized and the fans were set going within 
five minutes after the explosion but at 
10 o'clock none of the miners had been 
brought out. 


Assistance was hurried to the mine 
from nearby towns and a rescue car was 
ordered from Qlen Alum, AV. Va., to the 
scene. 


The explosion occurred in mine No. 3, 
great volumes of smoke pouring out of 
the openings. As it is directly connect- 
ed with mine No. 4 it was feared that 
the men there had also felt the force of 
the blast. 
Throngs of excited people 
hurried from nearby mining towns, and 
rescue parties were formed to penetrate 
the workings in the hope that some of 
the entombed men mii^t be found alive. 


After repeated- attanpta-OBo rescae 
Pfrty pMietrated the main shaft at 
mine No. 3 for a distance of about 100 
feèt, and there found an unidentified 
miner still living, but unconscious. His 
legs had been broken and doctors said 
he probably would die. 


The mine where the explosion occur- 
red is a drift high up on .Quinnemont 
mountain, and is in charge of H. M. 
Bertolet as general manager. 


As the day wore on additional valun- 
teers entered the mine and by noon two 
forces of twenty men each were clearing 
away the fallen coal and rock in the 
main entry of mine No. 3. Half a mile 
from the opening they came across an- 
other miner, badly hurt and unable to 
tell anything about the explosion. Hiey 
encountered a mass of debris and it is 
believed three hours must elapse before 
it could be removed.

were enormous. The Paris statement 
daims progress for the allies at sev- 
eral points and asserts that the Ger- 
mans suffered very heavily.

ently the battle is the largest and 
most severely contested of any along 
the western front since the engagie- 
ment at Soissons. " 


Minor battles have occurred on the 
Vosges and a report from the Brit- 
ish commander. Sir John Frendi, 
says that ground has been gained 
by his army, but operations in gen- 
eral along the line are quiet except 
in Champagne. 


In Russian Poland tbe fighting ap- 
parently has become less intense fc^- 
lowing the German reverse at Przas« 
isjrs^ although the Sussianis assert 
that^ they are conduotisg a general 
offensive movement.

oiSdal report states that Russian at- 
tacks at several points near the 
Prussian border have failed.

armed in the service of tlie state learn 
that, the men Avith Avhom they may 
deal may be poor and ignorant and even 
violators of the law, but are still hu- 
man, the better it will be for all con- 
eemed. 
' "The recruiting of mine guards as 
ihembçrs of the militia in oin: judg- 
ment was a mistake, since intense ani- 
mosity had existed for some time be- 
tween the nùne guards and tho miners 
and was diflBcult or even impossible for 
the mmerg to feel that the men were 
i^eutrat conservators of the peace. Some 
of 
militiamen seized the opporitu- 
ftity while clothed with the authority of 
the .state to engage in various law- 
less acts. 


Unfit for Publication. 
'Tinmany instances the acts were of 
tt. immorfd kind and of such a nature 
to t^ be unfit for publication in this 


There were acts of brutality 
testified to before the committee which 
xnigfat''be enumerated; men on slight

men in the militia, both 
ofi^c^rs and privates, and the strikers 
testifying said that 
certain 
compan- 
ies, were, composed of kind men and if 
their-houses were to be searched they 
asked: that members of these compan- 
fes might be sent, that if others were 
sent .they might be subjected to indig- 
nities and might be robbed of whatever 
they had that the militiamen wanted. 


Joha Chase, adjutant general of the 
militia, was censured for his refusal to 
testify and declares he was "overbearing 
to all'^ho came in contact with him."

Peonage Not Clearly Proven. 


Concerning the charges that the op- 
erators Avcro guilty of 
peonage, the 
committee reports: "We did not find it 
clearly proven that a condition of peon 
age existed in tlie coal fields of Colo- 
rado, but we found that diu-ing the 
strike men wore brought in from other 
states by the car and trainload and 
were delievered to the mining camps 
imder guard of the militia, many of 
them being foreigners and imacquainted 
with the work'of mining coal. 
We do 
not believe it was proven that the op- 
erators forcibly kept the men in cam]) 
antil their debts were paid, but that 
they rather endeavored to hold those 
who already were in camp before the 
strike, and to prevent those who had 
been taken in as strike breakers from 
going outside." 


Declaring that the mine troubles are 
nation-wide in 
scope, the 
committee 
reaches this conclusion: "It should be 
the duty of the government to assist 
any states in settling a dispute that 
is nation-wide in its scope; and if any 
federal law can be enacted that wiil 
help not only Colorado, but any other 
state that may be similarly situated, 
it is the duty of congress to speedily 
put upon tlie statute books the neces- 
sary laws BO that such industrial dis- 
turbances may forever cease." 


UNCLE SAM TO MAKE 
A VIGOROUS PROTEST 


Washington, March 2.—^The announced

intention of Great Britain to prevent all 
shipments of supplies to and from Ger- 
many in retaliation for the German sub- 
marine campaign commanded close at- 
tentio]! in official and diplomatic quar- 
ters today. It was considered virtually 
certain in oiTicial circles that a vigorous 
protest would he made against what was 
regarded as an imprecedented step. A3 
viewed here, it was looked upon as one 
of the most far-reatiiing developments 
of the war and one calculated to work 
irreparable harm to commerce l)etwoen 
the United States and the nations with 
which she is at peace. 


The allies' plan, as officially commu- 
nicated to the United States, has been 
laid before President Wilson and the 
whole matter was the subject for delib- 
eration. at today's cabinet meeting. 


Great Britain's assertion that the an- 
announcemcnt is not her reply to the in- 
formal American proposals to the bellig- 
erents looking to unlimited shipment of 
foodstuffs to civilian populations and 
seeking the elimination of 
submarine 
warfare on merchant «hips and the in- 
discriminate laying of mines, gave some 
hope that 
the 
retaliatory 
measures 
might be temporary only. 


Tlie next American move will depend 
somewhat on these replies. Germany's 
already is on its way. 
It accepts in 
principle the American jproposals.

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The Chicago Peace Program. 


Under the rather imposini? title of the Emergency 
Peace Federation, a Chicago organization has urged 
President Wilson to call a conference of neutral nations 
to ^tempt to end the European war. It has protested 
against any increase in annameut in the United States 
and has committed itself to these prmciples: 


1. Favoring a concert of nations iustead of alli- 
ances pi'oviding for a balance of power. 


2. Abolition of armament and prolnbition of the 
manufacture of anununition for gain. 


3. Protection of private property at sea. 
4. Self-govenmient and universal adult suffrage. 
5. Prohibition of the transfer of provinces except 
b}^ consent of the people. 


6. No alliances to be entered into by nations except 
approval of people. 


All of which is A^ery fine and fanc}^ and would doubt- 
less produce, splendid results but for the fact that there 
is not the remotest chance of securing the acceptance of 
stich a program b.y the nations now at war. Peace move- 
lents are numerous these daj^s. It is the Avorld's desire 
to see the war ended, and we fancy no people are more 
inxious to see that state of affairs come about than are 
'the .nations which are drenching battlefields with the 
finest blood of these embittered lands. It is the almost 
universal opinion of those iiigh in govemmental affairs 
that the time for definite peace overtures has not yet ar- 
rived. It is not likely to come until one or the other of 
the giant antagonists has suffered a crushing defeat. 
Early in the war President Wilson made it known that 
the United States stood ready at a moment's notice to use 
its good offices in an effori at adjustment of national dif- 
ferences and the bringing about of peace. He is watch- 
ing for the first hint in this direction muc]i mor«} closely 
than is possible for those removed from near contact 
witli the situation. 
When that hint that offers some 
pfTOspect of success is given, the president may be de- 
pended on to act promptly. Any earlier effort is certain 
to prove abortive and useless. 


Eminent legal authorities give it as theh* opinion 
that the proposed bill giving 1 united suffrage to women 
in Indiana is entirely constitutional. That is gratif3dng, 
but it does not remove the real present danger which 
menaces the bül. That danger lies in the fact that pow- 
erful influences, skilled in legislative tactic*« and tii'eless 
in their effort, do not intend the women of Indiana to 
have even limited suffrage if they can prevejat it. It 
must be admitted, too, that up to the present time they 
have been pretty successful in keeping the bill in a state 
of suspended animation that doesn't promise a great deal 
of, prospect of rescusitation.

Unjust Bs conditions may be within 
this state, they are much Avorse witliin 
the official lines of the federal govern- 
ment. 
The federal employers' liability 
act of 1908 has been condemned as in- 
adequate. 
It provides littlo or no re- 
lief for the 400,000 civil employes of the 
government, and each year hundreds of 
victims, either of accident or vocational 
{lisease, suffer becauso of the lack of 
right treatment from their employer— 
the government of the United States. 
To correct this condition, a measure 
known as tho Kern-McGillieiRldy 
bill, 
was introduced in tho house in March. 
1914. It was favorably reported by the 
judiciary committee, but it has progress- 
ed no further. 
Unless it is passed be- 
fore congi-ess adjourns next Thursday, 
all the good work that has been done 
will avail nothing, and the fight must 
be started again. 


If an employer is responsible for an 
einpIo3-c's injury, he should provide com- 
pensation. 
If an employe suffers illness 
because of tho character of his employ- 
ment, he should not bo neglected. 
Un- 
der tlie Kern-McGillicuddy bill, suffer- 
ers would have medical care and, in the 
case of death, necessary burial expenses 
would be paid. 
Furthermore, provision 
would be made for the children or wid- 
ow. 
Opinion may differ as to the just 
amount of compensation, but the Ameri- 
can Association for Labor Legislation, 
of which Professor Henry R. Seager, of 
Columbia, is president, 
indorses 
the 
Kern-^McGillicuddy bill 
bs 
reasonable, 
Tlie demand for compensatory legisla- 
tion has become so general among tho 
states that the federal government can 
not afford to stand in the way of na- 
tional betterment.

i. G. Peltier & Ses 
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Chicago, March 2.—Warren S. Stone, 
grand chief engineer of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, today subnut- 
ted to the board of arbitration which 
is hearing the western railroad wage 
case, a statement in rebuttal to the tes- 
timony of the railroad 
managera, 
in 
which he charged that the issuance of 
fictitious securities had absorbed past, 
present and future revenue gains of the 
western railroads, and that "there is no 
hope for the railroad employes to se- 
cure an equitable participation in the 
fruits of their labor so long as the pres- 
ent financial control and administration 
of the railroads is imregulated." 


Mr. Stone pointed out that the em- 
ployes' organizations 
found 
economic 
justice for their demand for increased 
wi^es in the productive efficiency of 
their work, but that the constant con- 
tention of the railroads in reply to this 
argument waa that revenue gains aris- 
ing from increased productive efficiency 
were absorbed by increased 
operating 
costs and by the payment of interest 
charges on additional 
capital 
invest- 
ments, which have been incurred in ths 
attempt'to develop greater efficiency in 
operation, and because of public demand 
as to safety and quality of service. 


"It is now our purpose to disclose 
that any decline in operating or net in- 
come has not been due to the causes 
set forth by the railroads," said 
Mr. 
Stone. Statistics already read into the 
testimony by the employes had shown, 
he said, the remarkable gains in rail- 
road revenue and the amount available 
for the increased compensation of labor. 


"We shall show," he continued, "that 
the constant tendency has 
been 
for 
those in financial control of the rail- 
roads to absorb revenue gains arising 
from increased productive efiiiciency by 
the issuance of 
fictitious 
securities; 
that the productive efficiency of the men 
working today, the operating officials as 
well as the employes, had already been 
hypothecated and capitalized before we 
wer« "born; that measures have already 
been taken by the issuance of fictitious 
capitalization to absorb the increased 
work and productive efficiency of our 
children and our children's children; and 
that there is no hope for the engineer 
and fireman and other classes of rail: 
road employes to secure an equitable 
participation in the fruits of their work 
so long as the present financial control 
and administration of the railroads is 
unregulated. In other words, that any 
advances which the employes have been 
able to obtain in wages 
or 
earnings 
have been of no financial significance as 
compared M'ith the indefensible absorp- 
tion of operating gains by the financial 
management of western railroads. 


"Finally, we shall show that if gains 
from past productive efficiency had been 
properl- conserved 
and 
administered 
enormo^ advances could be granted to 
all classes of railroad employes, both 
organized 
and 
unorganized, 
witliout 
prejudice to the interests of the owners 
of the property, and the financial status 
of western railroads today from the in- 
vestor's standpoint would be all 
that 
could be desired. 


"The points we shall submit in this 
connection are: 


"First, That the proceeds from the 
munificient grants of land made by the 
federal and state governments to assist 
in the building of western railroads were 
not properly used, but their value, as 
well as the increased business 
arising 
from the development of western terri- 
tory, was capitalized by the flotation of 
fictitious securities. 


"Second, That the direct financial con- 
trol of western railroads, and the poten- 
tial control of the economic welfare of 
their employes now rest« with a small 
l^oup of bankers and financial institu- 
tions, which make and unmake railroad 
presidents, and which, by their methods 
of administration of the railroads, have 
absorbed present and 
future 
revenue 
gains of employes by the issuance of 
fictitious securities; in other words, em- 
ployes and operating officials are' the 
virtims of financial administration. 


"Third, we shall show from the pub- 
licly expressed opinions 
of 
eminent 
financiers and financial experts that this 
present inequality in the distribution of 
the output of the industry is wrong. 


"Fourth, we shall conclude by showing 
that despite the financial excesses of 
railroads in the paist that they are still 
financially able to pay reasonable and 
fair increases in wages."

Lee Cristwell Kicked Face 
of Injured Man to Pulp 
as He Lay Bleeding.

Knocked Under Train. 


Tlie mishap which cost Sullivan his 
leg was tJie ontgrowtli of a drunken 
fight in whicli it is believed Cristwell 
knocked Sullivan under the wheels of 
the locomotive and tr^': place in the 
Wabash yards at the \V:i '>ash coal docks 
near Taylor street, about 7:40 o'clock 
Monday 
evening. 
The brawl 
ensued 
over a bottle of alcohol from which Sul- 
livan, Cristwell and another bum named 
Joseph Duffy had been drinking. After 
Engineer Wilcox had dragged Cristwell 
away from Sullivan, 
Cristwell 
disap- 
peared and was found a short time later 
by Detective Sergeants Peter Junk and 
Waiter Immel skulking in a dark angle 
of one of the concrete abutments of the 
Taylor street track elevation work. He 
was arrested and locked up on a charge, 
of drunkeiuiess. 
Duffy was picked up 
later and booked on a loitering charge.

feller, John D. Rockefeller, jr., and other 
wealthy men.

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The Chicago Peace Program. 


"Under the rather imposing title of the Emergency 


Peace Federation, a Chicago organization has urged 
•President Wilson to call a conference of neutral nations 
to attempt to end the European war. It has protested 
against any increase in armament in the United States 
and has committed itself to these principles: 


1. Favoring a concert of nations instead of alli- 


ances providing for a balance o£ power. 


2. Abolition of armament and prohibition of the 


manufacture of ammunition for gam. 


3. Protection of private property at sea. 
4. Self-government and universal adult suffrage. 
o. Prohibition of the transfer of provinces except 


by consent of the people. 


6. No alliances to bo entered into by nations except 


approval of people. 


All of which is very fine and fancy, and would doubt- 


less produce splendid results but for the fact that there 
is not the remotest chance of securing- the acceptance of 
such a program, by the nations now at war. Peace move- 
ments are numerous these days. It is the world's desire 
to see the war ended, and we fancy no people 'arc more 
anxious to see that state of affairs come about than are 
the nations which are drenching battlefields with the 
finest blood of these embittered lands. It is the almost 
universal opinion of those high in governmental affairs 
that the tune for definite peace overtures has not yet ar- 
rived. It is not likely to come until one or the other of 
the giant antagonists has suffered a crushing defeat. 
Early in the war President Wilson made it known that 
the "United States stood ready at a moment's notice to use 
its good offices in an effort at adjustment of national dif- 
ferences and the bringing about of peace. He is watch- 
ing for the first hint in this direction much more closely 
than is possible for those removed from near contact 
with the situation. When that hint that offers some 
prospect of success is given, tho, president, may be de- 
pended on to act promptly. Any earlier effort is certain 
to prove abortive and useless.

this state, they arn much worse, within 
the oflicial lines of tho federal govprn- 
ment. Th« federal employers' liability 
act "f 1008 has been condemned as in- 
adi-fjuate. 
H provides littln or no re 


lief for the 400,000 civil employes of th" 
government, and each year hundreds <if 
victims, either of accident or vocational 
disease, suffer because of the hick of 
right treatment from their employer— 
tin} government of thn United States. 
To correct this condition, a measure 
known as thn Kern-Mj'liillicuddy 
bill 


was introduced in tln> honso in March. 
1914. It was favorably reported l>y tho 
judiciary committee, l>ut it lias progress- 
ed, no further. Unless it is passed be- 
fore congress adjourns next Thursday, 
all thn good work that has been done 
will avail nothing, and tho fight must 
no started again. 


If an employer is responsible for nn 


employe's injury, he should provide com- 
pensation. Jf an employe suffers illness 
because, of the character of his employ- 
ment, he should not be, neglected. Un- 
der the Kern-^rcOillicnddy bill, suffer- 
ers would have medical care and, in the 
case of death, necessary liurial expenses 
would be paid. Furthermore, provision 
would bo made for the children or wid- 
ow", -Opinion may differ a-s to the just 
amount of compensation, but the Ameri- 
can Association for Labor Legislation, 
of which Professor Henry K. Seager, of 
Columbia, is president,

Kern-McGillicuddy bill 
as reasonable.

Terre Haute Councihnen Defer Impeach- 


ment Action. 


Tcrre Haute, Ind., March 2.—Members 


of the Terre Haute city council held a 
caucus here last night at which the pro- 
posed impeachment of Mayor Donn M.

Engineers' Chief in Eebut- 


tal to Testimony of 


Rail Heads. 


Chicago, March 2.—Warren S. Stone, 


grand chief engineer of tie Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineer*, today submit- 
ted to the board of arbitration which, 
ig hewing the we»t«rn railroad -wage j 
ca*e, a statement in rebuttal to the,tes-1 
timony of the railroad manager*, in 
which he charged that th« issuance of 
fictitious securities had absorbed past, 
present and future revenue gain* of the 
western railroads, and that "there U no 
hope for the railroad employes to se- 
cure an equitable participation in the 
fruits of their labor so long as the pres- 
ent financial control and administration 
of the railroads is unregulated." 


Mr. Stone pointed out that the em- 


ployes' organizations 
found 
economic 


justice for their demand.for increiued 
wage* in the productive efficiency of 
their work, but that the constant con 
tention of the railroads in reply to tliis 
argument was that revenue gains aris 
ing from increased productive efficiency 
were absorbed by increased 
operating 


costs and by .the payment of interest 
charges on additional 
capital invest 


inents, which have been incurred in th< 
attempt to develop greater efficiency in 
operation, and because of public demand 
as to safety and quality of servico. 


"It is now our purpose to disclose 


that any decline in operating or net in- 
come lias not been due to the causes 
set forth by the railroads," said Mr. 
Stone. Statistics already read into the j 
testimony by the employes had shown. I 
he said,, the remarkable gains in rail-; 
road revenue and the amount available • 
for the increased compensation of labor. 


"Wo shall show," h« continued, "that 


the constant tendency has 
been for 


those in financial control of the rail- 
roads to absorb revenue gains arising 
from increased productive efficiency by 
th« issuance of fictitious . securities; 
that the productive efficiency.of the men 
working today, the operating officials as 
well as the employes, had already been 
hypothecated and capitalized before we 
were born; that measures have already 
been taken by the issuance'of fictitious 
capitalization to absorb the increased 
work and productive efficiency of our 
children and our children's children; and 
that there is no hope for the engineer 
and fireman and other classes of rail- 
road employes to secure an equitable
